His elo- 
quent pleading on behalf of the French 
language was heard in no fewer than 
eighty towns. At Chicago he was re- 
quested to lecture in English in order 
that every one might understand him— 
—a rare compliment for a foreigner to 
receive from. his hearers. ; 

Such is the man who has once more 
come to the front with untiring zeal for 
the cause, of his beloved. native land.

Both are 
liberal in opposition, and both the re- 
verse of liberal, not to say reactionary, 
in office. 

The two parties are, perhaps, libel- 
lously, but certainly popularly, accused 
of caring more for the sweets of office 
and of power than for the opportunity 
of carrying. out reforms useful! for the 
country. They are also accused, right- 
lv or wrongly, of leaving office and po- 
litely making way for the opposition 
as soon as ever the orange is sucked 
dry. 

This regular ministerial] rotation 
led to the popular nickname of rota- 
tivos, as applied to both parties. There 
are; indeed, other parties or sections of 
parties in the state, but the rotativos 
take very good care that others than 
themselves never get a hold of office.

Another case was that of a lately de- 
posed politician, who a few years ago 
was appointed minister plenipotentiary 
to China. During the whole period of 
his tenure of office he never left Port- 
ugal, but drew $12,500 a year. He 
nominally occupied at the same time 
six other public positions, for which 
he also drew large salaries. The can- 
cellation of these posts alone meant a 
saving of $35,000 a year to the nation. 

It was also discovered that a well- 
known family had been receiving for 
several years salaries accruing to sey- 
eral posts which had been held by a 
politician long since dead. 

‘“T believe that character governs bet- 
ter than talent,” was the motto of 
Senor Franco. “I wish to purfiy the 
parliamentary system Dy removing the 
temptation to divide the spoils of of- 
fice.’’ 

Time alone will show whether Peortu- 
gal will one day realize the ambitions 
of the man who received unflinching 
support from that king who is now 
dead.

Domesticating the Zebra. 


There are great droves of zebras run- 
ning about over. the wilder parts of Mr. 
MacMillan’s big farm. He permfts no 
shooting upon it by strangers, and as a 
result these. animals.are remarkably 
tame eonsidering their character and lo- 
ecality. After the farm is in good run- 
ning’ order, an attempt will be made to 
domesticate the zebra, and experiments 
in cross-breeding will be carried on. In- 
deed, this has already been attempted 
here and there throughout the country, 
and especially at the government agri- 
cultural farm at Naivasha lake between 
here and Uganda. T have gone through 
Naivasha, and- the wild zebra about 
there look fine and healthy. It is dif- 
ferent with the tame ones on the gov- 
ernment farm. "She experiment was be“ 
gun in 1904, when [100 head were 
brought in from the wilds. ‘They fell 
off, one by one, being attacked by para- 
sites and @isease, and the experiment is 
now considered a failure. The secre- 
tary of agriculture says that he 
great hopes from the zebra colts born in 
captivity, and“thinks they may eventual- 
ly be thandled like donkeys and horses. 
As to the wild zebra, he says it is im- 
possible to take them from the plains 
and use them for farm animals, and he 
advises the settlers that oxen and mules 
are better and cheaper. A wild zebra 
never becomes docile and the natives 
cannot possibly handle it. The colts, if

london, February 15.—The latest 
scheme to make the Briton “hustle” 1s 
likely to become a miaiter of law.

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AUGUSTA CLOSE TO THE TANK. 


South Carolina is not yet ready to kill the golden-egged goose. The Pal- 
metto state’s legislature, at least, is satisfied with the amended dispensary 
plan, and so expressed itself by its recent’ defeat of a resolution proposing 
to submit the liquor question to democratic primary. So the dispensary, for 
the present, will remain a live, open-eyed tiger. 

For the dispensary is wide enough awake to know a good thing without 
having to be told about it, and it has found it just across the river in the 
prohibition—since January 1—city of Augusta. 

Just why South Carolina should persist in shoving the “tank” right up 
into the teeth of this prohibition community it is difficult to account for on 
any other hypothesis than that there must be some people over the river who 
are anxious to @xchange a little spare cash for its product. 

We haye it upon the authority.of The Augusta Chronicle that during the 
month of January the North Augusta dispensary—on the South Carolina side, 
despite the name—sold to thirsty Augustans $16,971.40 worth of liquor, which} 
being put in more understandable figures, is 4,243 gallons of sixty drinks to 
the gallon, or approximately a quarter of a million drinks in sixty days. 

How many-of these Augustans got thirty days for consuming it the rec- 
ords do not remark. . 

But be it remembered that Augusta likewise has her locker clubs, her 
blind tigers and, like other up-to-date communities in the state, her extensive 
mail order system, all of which contribute to the amount of consumption. 

Perhaps this will be the chief point of defense in South Carolina’s per- 
mitting the erection of the “tank” right at Augusta's doors, but this is an argu- 
ment which, long ago, was knocked into twenty-three sorts of a cocked hat. 

“They will get their liquor anyhow, and drink it out of jugs,” has never 
yet been known to lose a vote for a single prohibition bill. ; 

But, after all, here is the point: How is South Carolina going to justify 
herself in the role of tempter to prohibition Georgia? 

The North Augusta dispensary wouldn’t have paid expenses had it not 
been for Augusta; the inference, therefore, is clear. : 

There is another inference, too, from the action of the South Carolina 
assembly. 

Undoubtedly it foresaw the possibility of unduly lengthened time between 
i drinks, sandwiched in, as it will be, between prohibition Georgia on the one 
side and prohibition North Carolina on the other. 

Perhaps, for the sake of the preservation of the spirit of that time- 
honored reniark by one Carolina governor to the other, it could not well 
haye done otherwise.

By the Hepburn law the giving and taking of rebates by parties engaged 
in interstate commerce is made an offense against the United States. There 
is no question that this is the law; the chief trouble seems to be in the en- 
forcement of it, or, in other words, in prevention of the violation. 

The system of fines has been sufficiently tested to demonstrate its inef- 
ficiency: left to that alone, the law promises soon to become a dead letter. 
| Kither the law is a good one and ought to be enforced to the point of 
 cituiiontinn or reducing violation to a minimum; or it is a had one and 
ought to be repealed. 
| In view of enlightened public opinion, based on careful considération of 
‘the public interests, we must accept the former assumption. Unquestionably 
it is a good law, but aside from that it is law, and non-enforcement involves 
‘violation of some other law in the breach of official duty. 

What the public is most concerned in is enforcement of the law, 

We do not question the sincerity of congress in ifs intention to make 
the law effective, but that it has not done so seems apparent. 

An amendment of half a dozen lines would accomplish this object, put 
‘an end to interminable investigations and doubtful fines, and terminate also, 
we fee] satisfied, the giving and taking of rebates. 

Let congress simply say in this amendment that the atime heads of 
those corporations, railroads and others, which indulge in the interdicted 
practice, shal] answer criminally for their acts. 

When a law is violated, whether by a corporation er individual, some 
person is responsible; responsibility cannot be shifted to an inert and unin- 
telligent mass of property. By simple order the president of a railroad can 
terminate the giving of any and all gratuities known as rebates; simi'arly, 
the head of a large commercial organization can effectively prohibit their 
| acceptance. If by their failure to do this, or by their connivance, the law is 
Violated by others working under them, the responsibility rests directly with 
ithem, and true enforcement can come only by making them personally an- 
| swerable. 

Let a »rison sentence confront a railroad official whose road gives re- 
bates, or a corporation head whose company accepts them, and the rebate 
‘problem will be forever settled. _A six-line aMlendment to the law ewill do the 
'work—if congress wants to do it.

‘A MULATTO WRITES; 


SAYS PROBLEM IS PAST — 


Editor Constitution: In your last Sunday's 
issue appeared an article from the pen of~- 
Mrs. Edgar A. Ross “On Race Purity’’, that 
is deserving of more than passing notice. 
The article is well written and shows the 
Writer to be one of unusual! ability, and that 
she had given her subject more than usual care 
and consideration. To one who is not fae 
miliar with the conditions of which she 


| treats it would seem that the south is con- 


fronted with a state of affairs: 
of morality is as heinous as it is appalling. 
That Mrs. Ross has written honestly from 
her view point and dealg with her subject 
with all the courage and candor of a true 
southerner cannot be denied, but the wisdom 
of an article of this nature. however dell- 
cately handled, must be determined. by the 
ever alert and sober-thirlking people of the 
new south. : 

If the conglomoration of heterogenious 
element,’’ so to speak, or the badly mixed 
condition of the negro race of today. at 
which Mrs. Ross sees cause for both danger 
and alarm, was the result of a continued 
impreper relation of the races here it would 
be worse than folly and a waste of words to 
offer one line in defense of either. 

As a matter of fact. however. the trouble 
lies not here. It ig older than the ¢ivil war, 
and began in and was, in a measure, the 
result of the days of slavery, when the well- 
favored young negto wSman, to whom morallt- 
ty and lessons of virtue were rank strangers, 
and who was taught that her only sin con- 
sisted in willful disobedience. ylelded to the 
behest of the overseer or to “her young master 
as the case might be, gave us in her offspring 
our first mongrel or the ‘‘creature that God 
did not create,"’ as Mrs. Ross would have it. 
Since the emancipation these mongrels, or 
mulattoes, have intermarried and in their 
posterity wé have another generation of 
“bleached”’ negroes, and, so far as they are 
directly concerned, of legal parentage. Doubt- 
less Mrs. Ross, after a second sober thought, 

will be charitable enough to agree that atl 
the white faces now so prevalent in the nee 
sro race should not be regarded as so mang 
marks in evidence to the discredit of our 
young white men or to the shame of young 
negro women. 

It_!is a fact that the illegitimate negre 
children, now born of white parentage are se 
few that they barely represent the exception, 
rather than the rule. 

Another great and serious objection offered 
to these unfortunate ‘“‘creatures that God did 
not create,’’ by Mrs. Ross, is the supposed 
fact that they have aspirations to amalgamate 
with the Caucasian race, and in support of 
this she tenders jn evidence the following: 

“Within the personal knowledge of some 
Georgians, a wealthy sea island planter (not 
a ‘ppor’ white) had by a negress two daugh- 
ters. Determining to férce them into postition, 
and knowing it to be. impossible in the south, ‘ 
he sent them to school in New England, where 
they were khown as the daughters of a weal- 
thy southerner. He left them his property. 
One of these creatures married a prominent 
physician of New London, Conn. The other 
went on the stage, married a white man, 
obtained a divorce, went to Europe and mar- 
ried a Russian nobleman in Pafis.’ 


Now this seems to be a single instance, 
possibly without a parallel, and after all is 
the expresed obedience of two dutiful children 
to-the will and wishes of a kind and ambitious 
father. No better or sufficient evidence can 
be offered in support of the truth of this 
than Mrs. Ross’ own language. 

Determining to force them into position and 
knowing it to be impossible in the south, he 
sent them to school in New England, ete. 
As further proof of Hier charges she offers 
the following: 

“Some time since it was our misfortune te 
have as house girl a mulattress, whose 
mother was as black as soot and whose father 
was a northern man who had ‘visited Georgia 
for a short time. The girl knew her origin 
and was proud of her pedigree. She openly 
said that she was going to Boston, where 
she could marry a white man.”’ 

Now, as a matter of even justice, are we 
asked to accept this idle prattle of a silly, 
singel ,illiterate servant girl as evidence suf- 
ficient to convict the whole mongrel race? 

This was only incidentally referred to by 
Mrs, Ross; possibly more as a means to hand 
her northern brethren a dish of crow than as 
really representing the expressed wishes of 
the negroes of the new south. It is indeed 
a source of great gratification that out of the 
thousand; yea, the millions, of this mongrel 
class with a predominance of Caucasian blood 
to such an extent ag to completely hide their 
race identity, they «absolutely entertain no 
desire to emigrate to where théy could, if 
they so willed, with !mpunity, marry fmnte the 
white race. 

In support of the truth of this I have tn 
mind a wealthy capitalist of north Georgia 
who was the father of two such children. 
These he sent north and educated, and al- 
though their race identity could not be, in 
the least, detected, be it said to their credit, 
they never for once attempted race desertion. 
To my personal knowledge these have both 
married in their own race, accumulated con- 
siderable wealth and made worthy and ace 
ceptable citizens. What is true in this case 
can be truthfully said of thousands of others 
of this class who have, despite many adverse 
circumstances, become property owners and 
worthy, substantial, law-abiding citizens. 

Know them as they really are, and you will 
not find in them that restless, worthless, 
shiftless class that Mrs. Ross sees doubtless 
in her imagination. 

I chance to be one of these un?ortunate 
créeagures, and hope I have here dealt with 
even justice to both races. Very respect- 
fully, J. Q. GASSETT.

Club women have awakened to the 
necessity of reforms in health as well 
as other things, and as usual when 
something needs to be done, there is 
no time wasted. The present war is 
on different phases and kinds of infec- 
tion, particularly that of tuberculosis. 

Mrs. Rufus P. Williams, chairman of 
the health departmentf of the civic 
committee of the general federation, 
sends out a ringing appeal to all club 
women. She realizes that each State 
has problems pecullar to itself, and, 
while all may cooperate along general 
lines, residents must study and solve 
the local problems. 

Annually in the United States there 
are 150,000 deaths from tuberculosis. 
This is a preventable disease, to stamp 
out which {t is only necessary that in 
each community the men,g women and 
children shall be educated in its pre- 
vention and cure, and shall unite their 
efforts to that end. This is a simple 
matter if every club woman does her 
part in this campaign of education.

Mrs. Williams says: 


To lead in a movement which shall mean 

the renewal of health, the restoration to 
family and state of wage earners, is a privi- 
lege.
